Primaries Set 


The Michigan Democratic Party's 
decisionto hold a separate caucus elec- 
tion three days before the Michigan 
Presidential Primary has caused a great 
deal of confusion for Romulus voters. 

"Because we are holding our own 
Caucus vote on Saturday, March 16, we 
have withdrawn from the March 19 Pri- 
mary," explained Fred Durhall, political 
director for the Michigan Democratic 
Party. "Any votes cast for Democrats on 
the State ballot will not be included in 
our Official vote tallies." 

Those who wish to participate inthe 
March 16 Democratic caucus vote may 
do so at the Romulus Public Library 
(11121 South Wayne Road, next to City 
Hall) between 10 a.m.and4p.m. (Note: 
This vote will not be conducted by or in 
any way connected with the Romulus 
City Clerk's office.) The Democratic 
Party Headquarters in Lansing will be 
open that day from 9 a.m. to 8 p.m. to 
answer questions; call 517-371-5410. 

Voters who want to participate in 
the March 19 (effectively Republican) 
State Primary should do so at their 
precinct's regular poll location between 
7 a.m. and 8 p.m. At that time, they will 
have the opportunity to choose one of

Education Cuts Will Prove Costly

Twenty years ago, | was a teen 
mom. My husband and | were married 
the day after our high school gradua- 
tion, and our first child was born later 
that year. We had little money and few 
prospects for the future. During high 
school, however, I'd taken classes in 
commercialfood preparation at anearby 
vocational school. This training — and 
the certification | received —enabled me 
to get the jobs that helped me to support 
our family during our leanest years. It 
also helped when | began to put myself 
through college — a dream also made 
possible by the availability of student 
loans. 

Now, at age 39, | am a United 
States Congresswoman. | know | could 
not have gotten where | am today with- 
out my education, without the quality 
public schooling and federally funded 
programs that helped me to develop my 
Skills and live up to my potential. 

Yet a whole range of such pro- 
grams — from vocational education to 
adult education to Title | grants — are 
now being threatened by the budget 
impasse. These programs are facing 
unprecedented cuts that could become 
permanent depending upon how and if 
the budget crisis is resolved. 

In order to run federal programs 
without a budget, Congress has to pass 
what is known as a continuing resolu- 
tion (a"CR") — a stopgap measure that 
allows federal programs to receive 
funds. A CR can fund programs selec- 
tively and at different levels. 

Currently, education is being funded 
through a CR whose spending reduc- 
tions for education will total $3.1 billion 
over the course of the year. This is the 
largest cut in education in U.S. history, 
and it could undermine the effective- 
ness of hundreds of programs in el- 
ementary, middie, and high schools 
across the nation. An estimated 65 mil- 
lion students stand to be affected — 
particularly those who need a helping 
hand the most. 

Under the current CR, Vocational 
Education is being funded at 17% be- 
low 1995 levels. Title | grants, which 
provide additional educational help to 
disadvantaged students, are also being 
cut by 17%. Goals 2000, the national 
academic standards program designed 
to insure that all students receive a 
basic, balanced education, is being cut 
by 25%. Eisenhower Professional De- 
velopment grants, which help teachers 
upgrade their math and science skills in 
today’s increasingly technological, sci- 


entifically advanced culture, is also be- 
ing cut 25%. The Safe and Drug Free 
Schools program, responsible for safer 
schools and effective anti-drug cam- 
Paigns, has also been reduced by 25%. 
Adult Education has also been reduced. 

Michigan alone is facing a total loss 
of $68 million for these education pro- 
grams for the 1996-97 academic year. 

The political rhetoric surrounding 
these cuts is misleading. Supporters of 
the reductions argue that they are nec- 
essary to balance the budget. But the 
federal government's spending on edu- 
cation accounts for only one percent of 
its entire budget. Cutting billions from 
education does not mean a victory over 
the deficit but rather fewer text books, 
fewerteachers, fewerclasses, and fewer 
opportunities for students to learn skills 
before facing an increasingly hostile 
economy. 

Coupled with the recent changes in 
State education funding — which will not 
offset the federal decreases — the fed- 
eral cuts will be particularly crippling to 
Michigan public school districts that 
serve children on the lower end of the 
economic scale. 

In Wayne County, public schools 
stand to lose almost $20.2 million in 
Title | funding alone in 1996-97. Title | 
money supports school programs to 
help underprivileged students in the 
most fundamental ways — such as by 
helping kids learn to read who have 
trouble reading, or by giving at-risk stu- 
dents additional help in math so that 
they can graduate. According to school 
superintendents inthe district who have 
contacted me, these cuts will be "a 
major blow" to their schools and their 
students. Garden City Public Schools, 
for example, estimate that they stand to 
lose $250,000 per year in Title | funding 
—aloss that they say will make it "almost 
impossible" for them to educate their 
students who are in greatest need of 
assistance. 

Inthese districts, where only 15%— 
20% of the students generally go on to 
college, cuts in Vocational Education 
and Adult Education will also leave many 
Students stranded. Wayne—Westland 
Public Schools report that, come Sep- 
tember '96, they willno longerbe able to 
run adult education programs — pro- 
grams that are currently overflowing 
due to the high dropout/return rate. In 
Romulus, the superintendent says, cuts 
in vocational education will have "an 
enormous impact" on the future andthe 
livelihoods of the majority of the area's 
young people. 

Just how much money the schools

will ultimately receive for the 1996-97 
school year depends upon whether 
Congress and the President are able to 
pass a budget — a prospect that's cur- 
rently shaky. And even if @ budget is 
passed to replace the CR, there is still 
every indication that funding for educa- 
tion will not increase. 

lf education continues to be under- 
funded, all of us will suffer. Without safe 
schools, marketable skills, and a quality 
education, today's students are more 
likely to become unemployed — a condi- 
tion that breeds crime, family strife, and 
the deterioration of communities. 
America also needs a strong work force 
and fresh brain power in order to flour- 
ish and compete economically. And 
education is often the only way that 
average American families can truly get 
ahead today. 

As your representative, | will con- 
tinue to champion education and to 


work to keep it accessible and afford- 
able for all. | Know firsthand the differ- 
ence that a good public education can 
make. Without it, | myself might have 
been a Statistic and not a success. As a 
common expression goes, "Give aman 
a fish and he eats for a day. Teach him 
to fish, and he eats for a lifetime.” If we 
don't support education, we leave our 
nation's students alone on the shoreline 
—with few means offilling their plates on 
their own.

Seventh-graders Challenged 
at RMS Honors Assembly 


At the recent honors assembly for 
Romulus Middle School's seventh-grad- 
ers, Thomas Dolan, Curriculum Direc- 
tor, challenged the students to prepare 
now forthe State-mandated Proficiency 
Test which they will take in the eleventh 
grade. 

"Unless you pass the Proficiency 
Test, the School District cannot award 
you an endorsed diploma," Dolan stated. 

Recently, the Michigan Chamber of 
Commerce announced that it will en- 
courage its members to hire only gradu- 
ates who earn an endorsed diploma. It 
has also been suggested that State 
universities admit only students who 
have achieved the endorsement.
